In view of the suggestion

It was announced in the House 
of Commons yesterday that in 
view of ‘the existing crisis in the 
sugar industry, His Majesty's 
Government has ngreed to the sus- 
pension for 1931-32 of the annual 
Military Contribu‘’on of £60,000 
paid by Jamaica. 

Hongkong's Milltary Contribu- 
tion, based on 20 per cent. of the 
Colony's revenue, worked out at 
$3,868,769 in 10980, this being an 
increase of $604,431 over 1929. 

The method ‘of assessing the 
Milltury Contribution haa been 
criticised on innumerable —occn- 
siona, the main objection ‘being 
that the more money which the 
Colony needs to raise in order to 
balance its Budget, the more it 
has to pay into the Imperial Ex- 
ehequer. . 

A strong point which has been 
made ix that special taxution im- 
posed to meet unusual conditions 
should at iny rate be exempted 
from Military Contribution.”

in the summer than in the winter, 
while a boot repairer does more 
work in the cold weather, People 
in. cold climates wear thicker 
clothes than those who live in warm 
climates. 

The first known attempt to study 
the weather wis made by the 
ancient Greeks, and, until recent 
times, the work of Aristotle has 
been treated as a text book on the 
subject. In the middle ages, as at 
the present day, both farmers and 


| seanten had good reason to study the 
sky, and were able to connect cer- 
tain charaeterfatics of the sky with 
coming changes fn tho weather. 
was not, however, until the 16th 
and 19th centurics that Tore 
scientific methods were employed. 
Tho firat {mportant advance came 
with the Invention of the barometer 
and -this instrument has, “until re- 
cently, remained unchallenged 1s 
the mainatay of farccasting. 
During the early part of Inst 
century, a Hat of rules was drawn 
up. connecting the behaviour of 
barometer and wind with the 
weather that wax likely to follow, 
The ncope’ of this inethod wis ex- 
tended considerably by the Inven- 
tion of the telegraph and radio, 
which enabled information covering 
n wide aren to be collected in a cen- 
tral office, The first weather maps, 
drawn by this method, were ¢x- 
hibited at the Great Exhibition in 
London {in 1861, and were also 
published in one of the newspapera, 


Popular Beliefs, 


I fect that, having outlined the 
evolution of forecasting, 1 should 
mention the question of popular be- 
Hefs, which so many people prefer 
to the new-faniled ideas. The so- 
cnlled “weather lore” of the Midille 
Ages’ was largely based on the 
works of the ancient Greeks. Many 
of the well-known rhymes and 
phrases can be reconciled with 
modern reasoning, while others are

LECTURE BEFORE ENGLISH | 
Be we ASSOCIATION, : 

Blographidal notes on the Ife of 
that intereating personality of the 
nineteenth century, Fe We. H. 
Myers, were incorporated into n 
very instructive lecture which was 
dolivered by Mr, A. H. Fenwick 
before the nionthly meeting of the 
Hongkong Branch of the English 
Association, held tn the hall ‘of 
S John’s Cathedral yesterday 
evening, with Sir William Hornell 
in the chair, 

The lecturer xaid that he had’ 
chosen FW. H. Myers as the sub- 
Ject of the paper because it had 
seemed to him that he was one of 
the most intereatings men living 
during the latter purt of the 
Nineteenth century. The second 
half of that century was in some 
respects one of the most curious 
periods In the history of-the Inst 
thousand years, The blaze of 
genius which had ushered in the 
Keventeenth century had burned 
Ktendily through the eighteenth 
but it flickered out about the mid. 
die of. the nineteenth and Che last 
half of that century seemed to be 
one of the dullest and at the game 
time one of the most perplexing 
tind dificult periods in the history 
of Enropean thought, Tt was the 
period of the scientiat. who was 
algo an engineer, and it produced 
a fot of very goad engincering of 
n kind the world had never seen 
before but philosophy and Htera- 
ture were ata low ebb, 

Myera was born in 1RAS ot Kea- 
wick, in Cumberland and was the 
son of the Rey, Hrederle Myers, 
perpetual curate of St John's, Kes- 
wick. In 1856 he went to school 
at Cheltenham, where his great 
ability and particularly his poetic 
Powers were at once recogniaed. 
He had a distinguished career at 
school and University. 

Superstition er Fraud. 

Mr, Fenwick then went on to fe- 
fer to N ‘usany oon “Greek 
Oracles” which raced the history 
oracilar sbrines from 
Homerte times * down to 00 A.D. 
We have become se accustomed to 
supposing that any thine in the na- 
ture of an oracle can be, at best. 
merely a superstition and, at 
worst, frauds: practised by priests 
upon a credulous people, added the 
apenker, But Myers made it clear 
that the Greck oracles could not 
be diamissed in that way, that they 
did represent n genuine relizious 
experience of the Greeks whith it 
was impossible to explain away on 
any simple assumption of super- 
stition or fraud, 

From his essay on Greek orncles 
it was easy to see that Myers was 
yreatly interested in those stramee 
occurrences aml it waa not sure 
prising that he tured his atten- 
tion very definitely in that direc- 
tion, In IRR2 he was one of the 
several groups of men who found- 
od the Society far Psyehical Re- 
search whose obieet was to con. 
ductxgystematic investigation of 
those obrerre phenomena, haunt- 
i and apparitions, hypno- 
lism, trance utterances towards 
whieh the attitude of the ordinary 
person was cither frank disbelief 
or HNreasoninge credulity, 

“Human Personality.” . 

One of the first things that 
struck one oon reading “Human 
Personality’ was how.. critically 
Myers selected his evidence—in 
striking contrast ton number ot 
other books on spiritualism. in 
which claborate theories were 
based upon evidence which filled 
the Jeeturer, at any rate, with the 
deepest distrust from the very 
beginning, ‘The casen gelected vy 
Myers for discussion were for the 
most part simply and clearly 
narrated in such a why that one 
felt very little inclination to dis- 
miss them éntirely as not being 
worthy uf daeussion, Ondhe cen- 
trary one felt that they were the 
siinple straight forward statements 
of truthful and honest persons and 
while we might not be able to ex- 
plain then we caught at lease to 
consider ‘them 

Telepathy. 

The second, thing the lecturer 
thourht one neciced in Myers was 
a refreshing distaste for super- 
natural explanations. So miunay

WOMAN FINED. FOR BEATING 
‘ DAUGHTER-IN-LAW. 


Evidence for the defence war 
called at, the resumed hearing, be- 
fore Mr, Hamilton, at the Kowloon 
Police Court yesterday, of the three 
charges brought against Li Yat, a 
Chinese woman fn connexion with 
the illtreatment of a young girl, 
Lt Yut-aim, whom the ‘prosecution 
alleged was a nent teat, 

The deféndant_was charged with 
keeping an unregistered Mi tsat, 
with jll-treating a mud trad and, 
thirdty, with assault. 

Mr. Q. A. AJ Macfadyen (As- 
alstant Secretary for Chinese Af- 
fairs) prosecuted and Mr. Lao 
D’Almnda_ represented the defen- 
dant, 7 

A female friend of the defendant 
gave evidenve of 4 celebration In 
connexion with the marriage of the 
girl, Li Yut-sim, to the defendant's 
fon nbout two years ago. The girl 
was then 13 and the boy 16. Wit- 
nesa khew hoth parties well and, 
under cross-examination, said the 
girl was not a mai taad but the wife 
of the defendant's gon, 

Corroborative evidence waa given 
by the bridegroom who said that 
the girl wes his avife. [twas cua- 
tomary in his village for people to 
Marry young. 

His Worship aceepted the evi- 
dence of the defence and dismissed 
the firat two charges but convicted 
the defendant of aasnult.  In-view 
of the fact that’ the defendant had 
alrendy served one month in gaol, 
on remand, his Worship ‘imposed 
the nominal fine of $5. He remark- 
ed that had he convicted on the 
first day of the trial the sentence 
would have been $50 or one month,

Invoked the agency of discarnate 
minds,or Spirits upon the smallest 
provocation. Not so Myerat He 
seemed more ‘eoncerned — to show 
that such an hypothesis was rarely 
neveasary, and that in qs large 
majority of cases it was not neces- 
sary, to Kuppose any agency other 
than telepathy or “the transmis- 
sion of ideas and sensations from 
one mind to another without the 
agency of the recognised organs 
of sense.” 

“Telepathy” was a word with 
which we were all familiar and it 
was perhaps interesting to note 
that that word was coined by 
Myors and first used by him’ in 
1884. In the first volume of his 
work Myers discussed the not very 
unusual conditions of hysteria, 
genius, sleep and hypnotisn. He 
‘ook the view that human. per- 
sonality was is: he says “profound- 
ly. unitary and almost — infinitely 
complex.” 

Myers disagreed with and object- 
ed to the views of — those 
nuthropologists whe. classed omen 
of genius with criminals ..and 
lunuties, it Being in their view 
merely an accident whether a man 
Myers 
helieved that the distinguishing 
charicteristic of (he man of genius 
was that he was able to include in 
his conscious out-put a great deal 
of thinking which had net been 
done unconsciously, whieh — ot- 
dinary people were not able to do 
to any paticenble extent. 

After giving, an example of 
telepathy Mr. Fenwick closed his 
lecture by saying that “Human 
‘Personality’ was a great book. 
Ile thought it was undoubtedly one 
of the great books . of ‘the last 
century. Tt wen-a courageous al: 
tempt to reduce to some sort of 
order 4 mass of obscure and per 
plexing phenomena, and in that it 
waa successful, for it-did reduce 
them to-some sort of order, And 
ff It wad not equally successful 
in providing those phenomena with 
n satisfactory explanation it was 
at least successful in indicating 
the general direction in which 
such explanation. must be sousht. 

Mr. G. P. de Martin, Mrs. 
Southorn and Prof. R. K, M. Simp- 
son took part in the discussion at 
the conclusion of the fecture. The 
last named pointed out that Myers 
was well-known as the writer of 
the biography of Wordsworth. 

A hearty, vote of thanks was 
accorded Mr. Fenwick for his 
lecture.

OPIUM IN SARDINE- 
BARRELS. 


“INNOCENT FISHERMEN" AT 
MARSEILLES. 


Paris, Apr. 12. 

A new method of opium smug 
ling has been discovered at Mar- 
seilles. : 

The smugglers are ostensibly 
fishermen engaged in catching 
sardines, and they operate jn con- 
junction with other smugglers 
stationed on board ships coming 
from the East, The latter take the 
drug, Which has been embarked at 
nome Chinese port, and pack it in 
lange tin drums whieh are buoyed 
and dropped over the side several 
miles from the coust. 

The buoys, which might be taken 
for lobster pots, urouse no RUS- 
picion. As soon as the ship haa 
passed, a boat puta out from the 
xbare, steers for the, buoy, and 
hauls up the sunken drum, 

The opium or cocaine is then 
roncenled in some barrels of sard- 
ines, while the boat returns to 
Marseilles. The precious cargo ia 
landed and tranaferred to certain 
bars on the quays which do a re- 
gular trafic in drugs. : 

If the Customa nuthorities or 
police manifest’ curiosity, the 
smugglers. point to the sardines as 
nvidence of o hiird day’s fishing. 


Recently, however, this explana: 


tion was not accepted, and. search 
was made in the boat, resulting in 
the discovery of several hunilreds 
of pounds worth of opium and 
covnine, The inquiry which follow- 
ed showed that sardine fishing has 
regularly served ag & mask for 
smuggling.
